they braved almost 15 hours of 
Communist gunfire. 


Navy and Air Force helicopt- 


ers —rebuffed by a barrage of 
fire from Khmer Rouge soldiers 
on the island during their first 
rescue attempt before dark — 
picked the Marines off the" 
beach after attacks by A6 
jetfighters and the guns of 
Navy destroyers quieted the 
Communist forces. 


Defense Department sources 


said one Marine was known 
dead, one airman was missing 
and believed dead, and many 
Marines were wounded in the 
island battle 30 miles off the 
Cambodian coast. 


The sources could not rule 


out the possibility that others 
were missing since the Marine 
force was scattered all over the 
Pacific after the evacuation but 
before a man by man account- 
ing could be made. A precise 
accounting was expected to- 
day. Two destroyers remain 
behind circling the island in 
case there were stragglers.

"Gener- 
als will be treated just as any other refugees," said Nick 
Thorne, a U.S. State Department executive. "There will be no 
more special privileges." Thorne spoke at a news briefing dur- 
ing which a Marine Corps spokesman reported there were at 
present 18,559 refugees — Vietnamese and Cambodians — in 
camp. 


Viets begin victory party 


HANOI — Top government officials of both Vietnams Thurs- 


day opened a three-day celebration of the Communist victory in 
South Vietnam by calling for peace and reunification in an un- 
precedented joint television and radio appearance in Saigon. In 
Hanoi, Communist North Vietnam praised its armed forces 
which, it said, smashed the South Vietnamese army "to smither- 
eens" in a historic 55-day offensive. It marked the first official 
acknowledgement by the Communists of Hanoi's role in the blitz 
that destroyed the Nguyen Van Thieu regime in Saigon. Attor- 
ney Nguyen Huu Tho, president of the Viet Cong's National Lib- 
eration front, and North Vietnamese President Ton Due Thang 
hailed the "solidarity of Laos, Cambodia and Vietnam and all 
Socialist states of the world," according to dispatches from UPI 
correspondent Alan Dawson in Saigon.

State colleges 
need money 


Threatened layoffs compounded by a threatened 


strike add up to bad news for East Stroudsburg State 
College, its students and faculty, and for those who 
share the vision of an inexpensive (relatively) quality 
education for the state's residents. 


What's more unfortunate is that there won't be 


much of anything done about it. The state is suffering 
from the same economic doldrums affecting the rest of 
the nation. Revenues are down and cost of services is 
up. 


In fact, if the American Federation of State, 


County and Municipal Employes union strikes and gets 
the four per cent pay raise it wants, cost of services will 
go even higher. 


The alternative to cutting back ("retrenchment" is 


the nice word used) is raising taxes, something no one 
in Harrisburg particularly wants to do at this time. 


Appealing to the area's legislators may have some 


merit. ESSC's situation is somewhat more crucial than 
that of other schools — enrollment is booming — but 
we doubt those other 13 state colleges will see it that 
way. The problem, as ESSC president Darrell Holmes 
noted, is statewide. 


A private school in a similar situation would raise 


tuition — another difficult move in bad economic times. 
However, all reports indicate banks have more and 
more money to lend, but fewer and fewer wanting to 
borrow it. Perhaps the state could work out a loan pro- 
gram to carry students over tuition increases, thereby 
easing the financial burden on the state college system. 


Dr. Holmes is quite right when he points out the 


scheduled layoffs are the "consequences of dismantling 
a very fine state college system." Why it was allowed to 
happen is something our legislators ought to look into 
— while they're looking into ways to shift more state 
money into that system to prevent it from being dis- 
mantled completely.

But like so much else in Britain, this heritage, too, is threat- 


ened. 


The theater here is caught in that vicious cycle begot of in- 


flation, with its depreciating currency and rising taxes to meet 
ever-rising government expenditures. 


For theater managers it means rising costs on everything, 


costumes, sets, property taxes, the wages of actors, stagehands 
and box-office staff. 


For the theatergoer it means a squeeze between the rising 


cost of theater tickets and the shrinking of the money he has left 
to buy his ticket. This means fewer theatergoers to pay the the- 
ater managers' higher costs. 


To which must be added the world-wide economic troubles. 


From May to October some 70 per cent of West End theatergo- 
ers are overseas visitors. Last year American tourists were 20 
per cent fewer than usual: so far this year they are not rushing 
back. Add it all up, the results are tangible. 


Among the commercial theaters what was already a slow 


but steady shrinkage threatens to accelerate. Even before the 
present troubles some 18 theaters, several of ancient' lineage, 
had closed. 


At the moment several others are dark, and theaters dark, 


for long may be lost permanently for then they cannot pay the 
high rent for the central London sites they occupy. Still others 
run with half-empty houses; they are losing money but not quite; 
so much as if they were closed. 
\ 


The commercial theaters complain of the government-subsi-- 


dized theaters, such as the Old Vic, but it, too, is caught in the' 
cost squeeze. The Arts Council, which distributes the subsidies;1' 
can no longer pry enough money from hard pressed government' 
funds to keep up with the rising costs. One or more of these 
theaters will surely have to go.

Even that most famed of British theaters, the Royal ShakeJ; 


speare at Stratford-on-Avon, is threatened. It opened this year's- 
season with "Henry V" done in a single spare set. It will do only";

Soviet Jews 
oppressed 


WASHINGTON — Two recent news dis- 


patches from Moscow report: 


Russian police warned Soviet Jews in 


Minsk that "they musl not gather among them- 
selves or celebrate Jewish festivals." 


"Uniformed police with bullhorns entered 


the main Moscow synagogue and ordered ev- 
eryone out before the Passover service had 
ended." 


The purpose of this column is to describe 


something of the plight of Jews in the Soviet 
Union and how official harassment restricts 
and, at times, erases their rights as citizens 
and their right to practice their religious faith. 
(Freedom of religion is "guaranteed" under 
the Soviet constitution.) 


Persecution of Jews in Russia prevailed 


long before the Soviet revolution. It was a hall- 
mark of czarist rule. It waned during the early 
years after the Communists seized power and 
reached a new level of virulence under Nikita 
Khrushchev. It continues today and here are 
some of its manifestations: 


Synagogues were closed in large numbers. 
The building of new synagogues has been 


forbidden. 


The extent to which the Jewish faith has 


been suffocated is shown in the open syna- 
gogues just before the revolution in 1917 and 
today. There were 3,000 open synagogues in 
1917, 1,011 in 1941, 450 in 1956 and fewer than 50 
today in the whole of the Soviet Union. 


Meetings for prayer in private Jewish 


homes are banned. 


Hebrew is forbidden 


The teaching of Hebrew is forbidden. 
There is an" acute shortage of trained 


rabbis, and the opportunity to provide such reli- 
gious training is circumscribed. 


Prof. German Branover, a professor of 


physics and mathematics and a Soviet Jew, 
daringly wrote in 1972 "Despite the proclaimed 
freedom of religion, the strict observance of 
Jewish religious precepts is practically impos- 
sible in the Soviet Union. I have no desire to 
renounce my faith. On the contrary, I consider 
it my duty to explain to people in general and to 
Jews in particular that the widespread view of 
this so-called century of science — that religion 
is an anachronism — is a catastrophic mistake. 


"It is absurd, therefore, for the Soviet 


press to ascribe political, mercantile and 
various other motives for the longing of Jews to 
go to Israel." 


However pervasively suppressed, the Jew- 


ish faith has not died out in the Soviet Union. 
Despite the fact that religious Jews come under 
constant attack in the Soviet press, today an in- 
creasing number of young Jews are celebrating 
Jewish festivals and attending the synagogues 
which are open. 


All the foregoing information is drawn

Great balancing act 


President Ford was misled about Saigon's strength 


WASHINGTON — The swift collapse of 


South Vietnam badly surprised President Ford 
who was misled, according to White House 
sources, by the national intelligence estimates. 


These estimates are supposed to provide 


the President with the best possible analysis of 
what is likely to happen. 


He was assured, for example, that the 


South Vietnamese army would be able to hold 
off the advancing Communists for several 
months. Even after the Saigon defenses began 
to crack, the national intelligence estimate pre- 
dicted that Hanoi would negotiate with Saigon 
and form a coalition government. 


The beleagured 
Central 
Intelligence 


Agency was the first, say our sources, to warn 
that a Communist victory was imminent. The 
CIA recommended that the United States use

its leverage to.persuade the Saigon leaders to 
form a "peace government," which could nego- 
tiate a truce. 


This would have given the 'United States 


more lime to arrange an orderly and dignified 
evacuation. The CIA was overruled, however, 
upon the advice the U.S. Ambassador Graham 


Martin who called upon President Nguyen Van 
Thieu instead to form a war cabinet supposedly 
to stiffen the resistence. 


Although the Joint Chiefs correctly predict- 


ed more than two years ago that President 
Thieu would not survive and that the Commu- 
nists would win the final struggle for Vietnam, 
the Pentagon badly misjudged the South Viet- 
namese army's ability to hold the line. 


The Pentagon estimate was that the South 


Vietnamese would battle the Communists to a 
standstill along the approaches'to Saigon. The 
only exception was the Air Force intelligence 
chief, Maj. Gen. George Keegan, who warned 
that the defenses would collapse. 


It was the Pentagon's assessment that the 


South Vietnamese infantry divisions on the line 
were as good as any U.S. division. Then why 


did they buckle? Thieu was shaken by the cap1,,;

Banking industry battles to protect its lending secrets 
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WASHINGTON - It was the banking in- 


dustry's time to have its say, and, as per cus- 
tom, its representatives displayed an admira- 
ble spirit of not rising to the occasion, of 
obtuseness, and thoroughgoing 
negativism. 


There they sat in the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee hearing room, the gentlemen from the 
American Bankers Association and the U.S. 
League of Savings Associations, unable to think 
of anything constructive, while outside in 
America their members were giving away toas- 
ters, devising cunning leaseback deals and gen- 
erally showing that when a banker really wants 
to he can sometimes come up with a new idea. 


The point at issue was redlining, the prac- 


tice of drawing, a red line around a neighbor- 
hood and refusing to extend credit to it. 


Redlining has always worked against 


lower-income people by driving up housing 
costs and accelerating physical deterioration. 
(The poor don't count in this discussion be- 
cause they don't have the purchasing power to 
buy anything but crud anyway.) Now, however, 
there is more at stake than the banking in- 
dustry and the government's traditional bias 
against old neighborhoods and for new con- 
struction. In an era when investment capital 
for all purposes is in short supply and dearly 
competed for, allowing large amounts of our 
housing stock to go to ruin just so it can be du- 
plicated elsewhere at higher prices is the sort 
of waste our society can't afford any more. 


Hence these hearings conducted by Wiscon- 


sin's Proxmire and the proposed legislation, a 
timid piece of work, that would do no more 
than require banks and savings and loan associ- 
ations to publish statistics showing what com- 
munities their depositors live in compared to 
what communities the banks loan in. The hope 
is that, if the depositors realize the banks take 
the city people's money and lend it in the su- 
burbs, it may serve to channel enough credit 
toward existing housing so that we stop the in- 
sanity of building the country over again every 
30 years. 


Indignant reactions 


From the reaction of the bankers sitting at 


the long table looking up at Prox, who was in a 
courtly, civilized mood, you'd think they'd just 
been held up. "We are not social welfare agen- 
cies," said William O'Connell, of Ihe Savings 


Nicholas Von Hoffman 


Associations League, as if such a case of mis- 
taken identity were likely. "Once you begin to 
disclose you open the door for some goups to 
come in and pound on the table," one of the 
bankers protested. "We should be reminded 
that there is such a thing as social decay . . . 
this is going to put us right in the middle of a 
racial conflict." 


The arguments were many, wondrous, con- 


tradictory and, most of all, revealing of the 
thinking of the institutions which advanced 
them. This could cause bankruns, although no- 
body explained how or why; lending money in 
credit-starved neighborhoods will "accelerate 
the process of neighborhood change"; or, we 
don't lend money in those kinds of neighbor- 
hoods because everybody pays cash and there's 
no demand; and best of all, you're asking us to 
put ourselves into a position where we will be 
social-pressured into making unsound loans. 


This from an industry which has just taken 


a multi-billion dollar dunking by lending to 
real estate investment trusts which frittered 
fortunes away in distant places on the wildest 
kinds of speculations. This from an industry, 
some of whose leading members have blown 
sizeable wads gambling on international cur- 
rency markets. Had they kept their money at 
home and lent it on safe and stable collateral 
like houses in the communities where their own 
depositors reside, they'd be in far better shape 
than they are now. 


John Perkins of Chicago's Continental Illi- 


nois Bank, had a somewhat more elevated 
policy objection, as befits one appearing on be-' 
half of the American Bankers Association. 
"This is a first step toward credit allocation," 
he warned, as though it were the devil's own 
socialistic tool, instead of what it is — a long- 
standing collusive practice jointly engaged in 
by government and industry together. 


To all of this Prox responded that he 


couldn't understand how bankers could be such 
fine chaps as individuals and so negative collec- 
tively. "I wish we could sit down some day and 
discuss how the ABA is changing," Perkins re- 
plied in the warm tones of that friendly neigh- 
borhood banker we see on TV, if not in the of- 


. fice. "Our first consideration is the public 


interest . . . I do think we have changed . . . 
Our first criterion is the public interest." 


For this Perkins received felicitations from 


the chairman of the Banking Committee along 
with a request that the industry phrase its ob- 
jections to the proposed law in less emotional 
and more documentary terms. Renewed invita- 
tions from the bankers for informal, chatty get- 
togethers, with Proxmire again expressing puz- 
zlement at the vehemence of the opposition to a

Straaten, a personal friend of 
the cardinal, said the Commu- 
nists tortured Mindszenty to 
make him confess at his 1949 
treason trial in Budapest — 


widely regarded as a show 
trial. 


"He was subject to merciless 


torture," Slraaten said. "God 
tested 
him and 
found him 


worthy. God tested him again 
and he suffered again when the 
Pope removed him from office" 
as primate of Hungary last 
year. 


However, Straaten, founder of 


an organization to aid priests in 
Eastern Europe, advised cau- 
tion in discussing the decision 


of Pope Paul VI. "It would be 
irresponsible 
to reject 
the 


Pope's decision. Let us pray 
that future developments will 
justify the Pope's action." 


Mindszenty, who was sen- 


tenced to life imprisonment in 
the 1949 trial, sought refuge and 
spent 15 years in the U.S. 
Embassy 
in Budapest after 


Russian troops put down the 
1956 Hungarian revolt. 


He went into Austrian exile 


under Vatican and American 
pressure in 1971. 


In a statement, the White 


House also said Ford and the 
Persian Gulf leader agreed that 
"close consultation and cooper- 
ation should be continued and 
intensified" between their two 
nations, coupled with increasing 
trade. 


Ford, along with Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger, met 
with the Shah soon after he 
arrived on an official visit to 
Washington. 


At welcoming ceremonies, 


including a 21-gun salute on the 
White House south lawn, Ford 
and the Shah took note of long 
standing friendship between the 
United States and Iran and 
voiced confidence that it would 
continue.

Peeking at medical charts 


I sneaked a look at the re- 


port of my father's general 
physical examination while I 
was in the doctor's office. It 
said he had "chronic pancrea- 
titis." How serious is this con- 
dition? 


Miss R.O.I., N.J. 


Dear Miss I.: 
Before 1 tell you about 


chronic pancreatitis 
I must 


first warn my readers against 
the fear-provoking habit of 
"sneaking" a look at a doctor's 
report. 


The written notes of a physi- 


cian are too complex for the 
layman to interpret. A descrip- 
tive term, or a word specially 
adapted to a physician's vocab- 
ulary, is meaningful only to 
him. If any translation is to be 
done, it must be made verbally 
so that the patient and his fam- 
ily will not be confused or ter- 
rified. 


Many patients in a hospital 


will read their charts if they 
are within reach. More often 
than not they will find some- 
thing in the chart that will con- 
fuse or frighten them. 


A note written as a diagnos- 


tic speculation, for example, 
may seem to the patient to be 
a certainty. A misinterpreta- 
tion of a phrase or a word can 
set up a state of real anxiety. 


It is imperative that you tell 


your father's doctor about your 
concern. He will describe the 
basic problem and also the 
prognosis (outlook). 


Chronic pancreatitis is an in- 


fection or inflammation of the 
pancreas, a small but impor- 
tant gland that lies deep in the 
abdominal cavity behind the 
stomach. 


There are various forms of 


pancreatitis, all of which must 
be clearly defined before treat- 
ment can be started. 


A large battery of tests are 


now available to study en- 
zymes, liver disease and gall 
bladder 
disorders, 
any of 


which may be the basis for 
chronic pancreatitis. 


Chemical studies of the blood 


can now detect this condition 
which previously may have 
evaded exact diagnosis.

American market basket and 
diet. 


Saying that are the nutrition- 


ists who believe Americans al- 
ready eat too much high- 
cholesterol animal fat; others 
are representatives of Miles 
Laboratories, Inc., the com- 
pany that in January intro- 
duced consumers to Morning- 
star Farms, Breakfast Links 
(Ersatz sausage), 
Breakfast 


Patties 
(artificial pork pat- 


ties), and Breakfast Slices 
(substitute ham). The products 
are 
meat 
avalogues, 
or 


"meats" made of textured veg- 
etable protein. 


Unlike other familiar soy- 


based consumer products such 
as bacon-flavored salad bits 
and meat extenders, these an- 
alogues can be served alone as 
entrees. 


Because they are made with 


highly purified proteins and 
fortified 
with vitamins and 


minerals, the analougues are 
nutritionally equivalent to their 
real-meat counterparts. Their 
lack of animal fat makes them 
cholesterol-free and lower in 
calories than their natural 
twins. 


Cooked up and served up, the 


Morningstar Farms' links, pat- 
ties, and hamlike slices do look 
like meat. Taste? If 1 hadn't 
been conscious of eating some 
very specialized soybeans, I 


probably wouldn't have per- 
ceived these foods as being 
somewhat saltier, granier, and 
more rubbery than the real 
thing. 


"Technological 
develop 


ments 
turned 
into esthetically pleasing and 
nutritionally sound consumer 
products," says Dr. Aaron M. 
Altschul, professor of nutrition 
at Georgetown University in 
Washington, D.C. "With their 
implications 
for improving 


human nutrition and reducing 
competition between man and 
animal for cereal grains, the 
analogues may be as great a 
discovery as bread." 


The analougue technology 


over 25 years have actually comes by way of the 
laboratory curiosities the textile and plastics indus- 


tries. Through a sophisticated 
and expensive process, food 
technologists now can purify 
the soybean to a 90 per cent 
protein isolate; that isolate can

Spring lamb, pork scarce this year

Pork chops and lamb, traditionally more plentiful and 


cheaper in the spring, are expected to cost more this year, 
although higher prices on some cuts are still in the offing. 


Extension specialists at the University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln say per capita pork supplies are at about a 10-year 
low, with no increase expected until 1977. Yet, retail prices 
for loin end pork chops in UPI's regular roundup of basic 
food prices in 27 cities were unchanged this week from 
three months ago, when they ranged from 99 cents to $1.79 
a pound. The current igh was in Concord, N.H., Cheyenne, 
Wyo., and Boston and the low, in Birmingham, Ala., Little, 
Rock and Pittsburgh. 


Lamb and sheep numbers also are at their lowest level, 


the extension specialists said, and prices are expected to be 
higher than last fall and winter. But one New York chain 
had a special of $1.19 a pound on frozen legs of lamb from 
New Zealand, which tend to be cheaper than the domestic 


Still cheaper alternatives included ground chuck, only 


65 cents a pound for the third successive week in Los An- 
geles. A mid-Manhattan supermarket in New York City re- 
ported a high of $1.59. 


Whole broiler-fryer chickens were 41 cents a pound in 


Phoenix, 45 cents in Little Rock, Washington, D.C., and San 
Francisco, 49 cents in five other cities. A high of 83 cents in 
Portland, Ore., topped even Honolulu's 79 cents. 


Yearling fowl, which are ideal for soup, fricassee and 


stews, were only 39 cents a pound in two New York City 
chains. Turkey leg quarters also represented a good buy at 
the same price in one market there. 


The best poultry buy for spring should be eggs, said the 


Nebraska extension specialists. One New York chain sold 
grade A large eggs for only 59 cents a dozen, or less than a 
nickel apiece. They were 54 cents a dozen in Los Angeles 
and 55 cents in Jacksonville, Fla. Hartford and Honolulu re- 
ported the high of 85 cents, and in five other cities they 
brought 75 to 77 cents.

agency which inspects every 
animal and fowl destined for 
food moving across state lines. 


"The cooperative efforts of 


USDA and state agencies to 
make available clean, safe and 
wholesome food will be in vain 
unless you take certain precau- 
tions to keep it that way," says 
Miss Beck. 


What do these, precautions 


include? Proper care in buy- 
ing, 
storing, 
handling and 


cooking food, she advises. 


"Shop for meat and poultry 


and other perishable foods just 
before you check out." Miss 
Beck urges as a basic shopping 
practice. "Unless you make 
this a consistent practice, you 
may be tied up in store traffic 
or diverted by bargain hunting 
longer than you expect and 
thus risk contamination of the 


perishables in your basket." 


Another Beck shopping rule: 


Make sure frozen foods are 
hard-frozen and have been 
kept below the frostline and in 
the supermarket freezer. 


Miss Beck suggests that you 


can tell when frozen foods have 
been poorly handled by these 
signals. 


"They have signals you can 


easily read," Miss Beck ex-

Communist troops marched into 
the city April 30, the sidewalk 
market 
for 
old copies of 


Playboy and Penthouse maga- 
zines almost disappeared. But 
it has come back now and 
among the browsers are North 
Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong 


soldiers. 


Sidewalk vendors of wristwat- 


ches show their wares to the 


soldiers, who invariably give 
the timepieces the old and 
universal "hold - it - up - to - 
the - ear" test before bargain- 


ing. 


No doubt they occasionally' 


get taken, as did the American 
GIs before them. 


B e g g a r s , prostitutes and 


transvestites disappeared from 
the streets for a couple of days 
after the takeover but many of 
them now are back at their old 
stands. 


But the few bars that have 


reopened do little business and 
most of the pretty hostesses 
that worked in them have gone, 
some reportedly back to their 
villages and a simpler way of 
life.

majority of the soldiers are 
teetotaling teen-agers. 


Passersby walking past a 


large pile of rubble in a small 
park in front of the National 
Assembly building hardly give 
it a glance, but they know that 
a few days ago it was a huge 
monument to South Vietnamese 
soldiers. 


The monument, showing two 


soldiers 
poised 
to 
repulse 


attackers, was one of the first 
things to go after the takeover. 


Sidewalk vendors do a brisk 


business in Viet Cong flags and 
portraits of Ho Chi Minh, the 


late leader of North Vietnam 
and the mastermind of the war 
for independence,but those who 
sold used paperback ' books 
from the United States no 
longer have a market. 


The young soldiers in Saigon 


(almost no one calls it Ho Chi 
Minh City, as the new regime 
has suggested) seem to have 
considerable leisure time, some 
of which they spend sampling 
French-style ice cream and 
American Coca Cola. 


Shops have reopened 
but 


many of their owners 
are 


apprehensive, saying they do 


not know yet if their establish- 
ments will be confiscated by 
the government. 


Some housewives are worn ed 


about rice, although the govern- 
ment said in its first news 
conference Thursday that there- 
will be enough for all. 


The conference was held in 


an ornately carpeted room in 
the presidential palace under 
eighteen crystal chandeliers 
and amidst valuable pottery.

PUC suspends 
Pike rate hike 


HARRISBURG (UPI) - The 


Public Utility Commission 
Wednesday suspended electric 
and gas rate increases Pike 
County Light & Power Co. 
wanted to put into effect May 
22. 


The utility wanted to raise 


the rates of 2,674 electric cus- 
tomers by 5348,400 a year. 
Charges to 889 gas customers 
would have climbed by $35,400 
annually. 


The PUC said its studies in- 


dicated those amounts were 
excessive.

bills that resulted from 
a 


seven-year bout with cancer. 
Similar examples abound. 


Hence, some 11.5 million of 


the estimated 20 million Medi- 
care patricipants have ac- 
quired "Medigap," or supple- 
mentary health and accident 
insurance as a shield against 
financial ruin. Such coverage 
is available from Blue Cross, 
Blue Shield and a few commer- 
cial carriers. 


The mass merchandising of 


mail-order plans has boomed, 
but few if any of those that are 
flamboyantly advertised or 
peddled door to door really 
bridge Medicare's shortfalls 
because they pay only disabili- 
ty income, or pay nothing for 
illnesses arising from pre-ex- 
isting conditions, or are limited 
in other ways. 


Not even the true Medigap 


policies give complete protec- 
tion, but the better ones are 
well worth the price. Medicare 
has deductions and coin- 
surance features, and it pays 
nothing at all for some kinds of 
expenses. 
The restructions 


were written in to hold down 
premium rates and to discour- 
age freeloading. 


If you are hospitalized for in- 


stance, you have to pay the 
first $92 of your bill (up from 
$84 in 1974 and $42 in 1966) 
under Medicare's Part A. 
Under Part B, you pay 80 per 
cent of your doctor's bill. 
Among other exclusions are 
costs of out-of-hospital pre- 
scription drugs, long-term 
nursing care, and dental treat- 
ment. 


For monthly premiums rang- 


ing from $6.45 in Michigan to 


$15 in Southern California, 
Blue Cross will fill most of the 
gaps in Part A and Blue Shield 
will fill most of them in Part 
B. These "85" policies as they 
are generally called, "provide 
excellent low-cost coverage," 
says Herbert Denenberg, the 
former 
Pennsylvania Insur- 


ance Commissioner. Max Fine, 
executive director of the Com- 
mittee for National Health In- 
surance, a public-interest 
lobby, concurs. 


The premium rates vary be- 


cause of differences in local 
health care costs' and because 
the policies provide somewhat 
different 
benefits all Blue 


Cross plans pay the $92 deduct- 
ible and, for at least 30 days, 
$23-a-day coninsurance charge 
that Medicare patients other- 
wise would pay themselves for 
hospitalization beyond 60 days. 


All Blue Shields plans pay a 


$60 annual Medicare deducti- 
ble for physician care and a 20 
per cent coinsurance charge 
for remaining costs, whether 
or not the patient is hospi- 
talized. Beyond those basics 
the benefits of both programs 
differ from place to place. 


Of the 12 million persons who 


have supplementary coverage, 
about 7.5 million bought it 
from the Blues. The others are 
enrolled with various commer- 
cial companies. Some of the 
commercial policies are more 
comprehensive than those of 
the Blues, but the premiums 
are higher. 


The Blues, which are nonpro- 


fit, return about 95 per cent f 
premium payments in benefits, 
while the average for private 
insures is about 54 per cent. 
You may want more coverage 


than is provided by the Blues 
in your area, but choose your 
policy with extreme care. 


"Many .advertisements say 


that Medicare does not cover 
you for this or that, implying 
that their policies do, but then 
they do not insure you for 
those things either," says Dr. 
Ellenbogen. Consumers Union 
has concluded that many mail- 
order policies are simply inad- 
equate. 


If you think the Blue Cross- 


Blue Shield coverage in your 
area is too limited for your 
needs, you could aurgment it 
with a major-medical policy 
from another insured. Or, you 
could buy a commercial policy 
giving broader coverage than 
the Blues.

VD epidemic rages among teens 


, NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
young people are taking over 
the venereal disease scene. VD 
is at epidemic proportions. 


Every hour of every day in 


recent years, 23 persons aged 
,15 through 19 became infected 
with gonorrhea. That comes 
near 
to 
one every 
three 


minutes. 


Syphilis, which is far more 


damaging than gonorrhea, af- 
fects fewer persons. But those 
under 25 accounted for close to 
half of the more than 25,000 
.new infectious cases of syphilis 
J-eported to health authorities in 
•1973. 
' More than 750,000 new cases 
;of gonorrhea were reported to 
health authorities that same 
year. The Public Health Service 
^estimates, however, that the 
-actual number was four times 
Jhe reported cases. 
| Of the reported total, well 
'fiver 
500,000 cases occurred 


among 
persons 
under 25. 


Almost half of these were teens 
and younger, ages 10 to 19. 
; New cases of infectious 
syphilis, also on an upward 
swing since 1969 were found in 
}he 20 to 24 age group at the 
.rate of 42.1 per 100,000-the 
' highest rate in any age group. 
Teen-agers 15 to 19 accounted 
for over 4,000 new cases. 
; Again, health authorities say 
the actual number of new cases 
of syphilis should be multiplied 
by at least four for the real 
(lumber. 
• "Throughout the world, vene- 


real diseases have reached 
epidemic proportions," reports 
a new publication from the 
Public Affairs Committee, Inc., 
a nonprofit educational organi- 
zation. "Gonorrhea and syphilis 
are 
now first and 
fourth, 


respectively, in f r e q u e n c y 
among all reportable diseases 
in the United States." 


Jules Saltman, who writes on 


health and medical subjects, is 
the author of the publication 
"VD—Epidemic among Teen- 
agers". 


Why the epidemic among the 


young? 
Saltman says one 


reason is simply a matter of 
numbers. There • are 
more 


young people than ever before. 


Saltman cites other reasons: 


An increase in sexual activity 
amongyoungpeople; ignorance 
among teens about and how to 
avoid infection; indifference to 
the dangers: negative attitudes 
of parents, the public, and 
medical personnel; physicians' 
inadequate knowledge about 
VD; reduced appropriations for 
VD control; effects of the 
widespread use of the Pill, with 
the 
more 
relaxed 
attitude 


toward sexual activity; and an 
increase of transmitting 
through homosexual practices. 


"Young people are in the 


greatest danger from venereal 
diseases," says Saltman, "but 
young people are also in the 
best position to protect them- 
selves." 


Because avoiding infection is 


"the best line of defense". 


Young men best 
shoplift reporters 


> LARAMIE, Wyo. (UPI) - A 
University of Wyoming re- 
$ e a r c h team spent three 
months in department stores 
recently stuffing merchandise 
under their coats and watching 
the reactions of shoppers. 


i Their report shows young 
people, particularly young men, 
are • most likely to report a 
shoplifter. Women from 25 to 65 
years of age are more likely to 
iurn their heads and walk 
away. 


• "We wanted to see how many 
people 
would 
turn 
in 
a 


^hoplifter," says Tom Housel, a 
U W communica'ions instructor. 
'.'We'd have ont of our guys 
steal something in front of a 
shopper, 
and 
an 
observer 


checked the reaction." 


The students tested 90 shop-, 


pers in department stores and 
supermarkets. Most store own- 
ers contacted cooperated even 
through 
some 
unusual in- 


cidents. 


The students found only about 


30 per cent of shoppers tried to 
stop what appeared 
to be 


shoplifters. 


"It 
seemed 
that younger 


males up to 25 years old were 
more apt to turn in shoplifters 
than any other group," Housel 
said. "The older females from 
25:65 got'the poorest turning in 
rate. They did their best to 
ignore it." 


Sometimes the student shop- 


lifters were difficult to ignore. 
Like the time one student 
stuffed a 15 pound turkey under 
his coat in front of six people. 


"They had these big smiles 


on their faces." Housels said. 
"They just couldn't believe it." 


And sometimes the research- 


ers found out more than they 
expected. 


"As one of our girls bent over 


to slide a package of meat in 
her pocket she looked over at 
some guy, and he was doing the 
same thing," Housel said. "She 
freaked out and we chased the 
guy around the store but he got 
away." 


Two weeks later the research 


team tested 75 more shoppers 
the same way. This time they 
put up signs in the stores 
asking shoppers for help in 
nabbing the thieves.

Housewife finds county unable to stop occupation tax

STROUDSBURG - A Kunkletown 


housewife Thursday brought her pro- 
test over paying $6 per year occupa- 
tion tax to the Monroe County Com- 
missioners who agreed the tax is 
unfair but said they could do little' 
to help. 


Mrs. Mary Nagele was told that 


even though the occupation tax was 
abolished on the county level, the 
townships and school districts have 
the option to retain the tax. 


Mrs. Nagele said she would ask the 


Pleasant Valley School Board to 
eliminate the tax for housewives 
when the board meets next Thurs- 
day. 


William Fetherman, chief assessor 


of Monroe County said the taxing 
body, in this case the school district, 
has the option to grant exceptions to 
persons whose income is under $2,000 


a year. "But the county has no 
power to make the school district or 
municipality drop it," he added. 


Fetherman said there is nothing to 


prevent Mrs. Nagele from filing an 
appeal with the county Board of As- 
sessment Appeals prior to Sept. 1. 
The commissioners, who serve on 
the appeals board, said any decision 
made at that lime would set a.prece- 
dent. 


County solicitor Elmer D. Chris- 


tine declined comment on whether 
the county can abolish the housewife 
assessment collected by the school 
district saying he didn't want to pre- 
judice any future ruling he may be 
required to make as solicitor for the 
appeal board. 


Mrs. Nagele and her husband Jo- 


seph, along with Mr. and Mrs. Rbllin 
Ronemus, presented the commission- 
ers with a petition containing 656 sig- 


• natures of people opposed to the oc- 


cupation tax for housewives. 


Nearly two-thirds of those names 


were from persons living in the 
Pleasant Valley School district, one 
of two districts in the county which 


. still use the occupation tax to gener; 


ate revenue. 


Mrs. Nagele said she objects to 


paying the occupational assessment 
tax for housewives. According to a 
county manual, a housewife is taxed 
on an estimated income of $60 a 
month. 


"A Housewife is not recognized as 


a paid occupation insofar as she is 
not covered by social security, sick 
pay and unemployment insurance," 
Mrs. Nagele said. 


"If I'm taxed as having an occupa- 


tion, then my husband could lay me 
off and I could collect unemploy- 
ment," she said. 


Her husband added that he is as- 


sessed four separate taxes that go to 
the school district. He said a two per 


cent borough tax, his occupation tax", 
his wife's occupation tax and his 
property tax all go to support the 
school district. "And there are a lot 
of seasonal people who don't pay the 
tax," he added. 


Commissioner William Quinn said, 


"There is no way you can administer 
this tax fairly in any category."

(The proposed 
housing would be subsidized by 
the federal department of 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. Persons over 62 would 
pay what rent they could af- 
ford, and HUD would pay the 
difference between that and 
the fair market value to the de- 
veloper.) 


Gage said the Housing and 


Community Devlopment Act of 
1974 that regulates this type of 
housing is new and not 
thoroughly understood. He sug- 
gested councilmen and archi- 


tects Christifer Portner and 
Dale Roth of Bethlehem com- 
.pare market surveys to deter- 
mine if the area can support 
the additional 241 units of hous- 
ing for the elderly.

Court jury returned a verdict 
of not guilty in a malpractice 
suit against a local physician 
and the General Hospital of 
Monroe County. 


The nine-member 
panel 


ruled in favor of Dr. Marshall 
Metzgar and the hospital in the 
$575,000 suit by Morris and Vir- 
ginia Nikirk of East Meadows 
N.Y. 


On two occasions during the 


deliberations, the jury re- 
turned to the courtroom of the 
U.S. Middle District Judge 
Malcolm Muir and reported 
they were deadlocked. The 
judge told them to continue de- 
' liberating and they reached s 
verdict in favor of the defen- 
dants at 5:30 p.m. 


The trial began May 6 on the 


suit which alleged that Dr. 
Metzgar was negligent in fail- 
ing to detect a fracture of the 
femur at the point where it 
joined the hip in Nikirk. It also 
alleged that X-rays were of in- 
ferior quality. 


The jury did find one point in 


favor of the plaintiffs but 
awarded no money. The jury 
ruled that when Nikirk was in 
the hospital and his roommate 
suffered a heart attack, Nikirk 
was getting out of bed when 
hospital employes brought 
emergency equipment into the 
room, pushing Nikirk's bed 
against a wall, causing the 


, plaintiff to hit his knees on the 
wall. 


The jury decided that al- 


though the incident showed 
negligence on the part of the 
hospital, it did not contribute 
to the hip injury.

Voters quiz DelVal school candidates

candidates, but campaign 
promises, pledges and plat- 
forms took a back seat Thurs- 
day night to pointed question- 
ing from local residents. 


Sponsored by the school dis- 


trict PTA, the forum was de- 
signed to give eight school 
board candidates an opportuni- 
ty to outline their views on 
issues facing the school dis- 
trict. 


Six of the eight candidates 


attended the meeting and gave 
short, five-minutes speeches. 
However, most of the evening 
was monopolizfd by residents 
asking questions on the pro- 
posed 
vocational-technical 


school, the community college, 


and the district's long-range 
building program. 
' 


Several residents, opposed to 


a recent school board decision, 
that rejected a public referen- 
dum on the community college 
issue, also questioned candi- 
dates on how they would have 
voted on the issue. 


Incumbent Kent Ryder of 


Matamoras, who voted against 
the referendum, said he sup- 
ported the community college 
concept after learning it would 
not become "Just another de- 
gree factory." 


He termed the community 


college "an umbrella concept" 
in education that would use ex- 
isting facilities at no additional 
cost to the taxpayer. 


Incumbent Vincent McEvoy 


of Matamoras was the only 
school board member who fa- 
vored a petition by residents 


that would have placed the 
community college issue on a 
public referendum. 


In response to one individu- 


al's question on how to get 
more people involved in school 
board decisions, McEvoy said. 
"If we won't listen to you (the 
public) in a petition with over 
800 signatures, I really think 
we should be worried on how 
to get people involved." 


Paul Shenker, candidate 


from 
Milford, called for a 


higher educational standards 
in the district, noting that 
many of the students he talked 
with were reading below their 
grade levels. 


In a comment that sparked 


considerable debate, Shenker 
said the school board should 
act as an adversary to Dr. S. 
William Ricker, school super- 
intendent. 


Terming Ricker as both "le- 


gislator and administrator" of 
the school, district, Shenker 
said the board should question 
and evaluate all issues before 
approving every proposal by 
the superintendent. 


"Dr. Ricker is an excellent 


administrator and I have no 
quarrel with his personality, 
but I question his function." 


At one point during the meet- 


ing when comments 
were 


made on flicker's role during 
the last fall's school strike and 
his subsequent rapport 
with 


faculty members, Ryder de- 
fended Ricker and said, "A 
man's personality should not 
be raked over the coals when 
he's not present." 


Shenker later responded, 


"I'm 
not shooting down 


flicker's 
personality, 
I'm 


shooting down Kicker's func- 


tion. This school board has to 
be a wall once in a while. They 
have to say 'Hold it, Bill 
Ricker, ask for something 
first.' " 


John Padalino of Dingman's 


Ferry outlined a five point pro- 
gram for the district, stating 
there was a need on the part of 
the board to respond to local 
community needs. 


He pledged to improve un- 


derstanding within the district 
and seek insights into the com- 
munity. 


Beverly Marinaccio of Mil- 


ford also called for the com- 
munity to work together to 
make the district number one 
educationally. 


Johan Sletner of Milford said 


he could devote time to the of- 
fice of school director, noting 
that he had three children in 
the district and had a deep 


concern for education. 


Sletner supported Shenker on 


most educational issues and 
joined Shenker in criticizing 
Ricker for his handling of the 
strike in September. 


Sletner said a neutral negoti- 


ator should have been brought 
in to settle the contract dif- 
ferences between the teachers 
and the school board. 


Incumbent Herman Davis 


.and candidate Robert Lindg- 
vist, both of Matamoras, did 
not attend the meeting that at- 
tracted a small turnout of 
about 50 people. 


PTA member Tom Smart 


read a prepared speech from 
Davis that outlined the incum- 
bent's support for school build- 
ing programs, community col- 
lege and vo-tech school.

All predicts Lyle will fall on home TV tonight 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) - 


Muhammad Ali lias another 
prediction about his heavy- 
weight title bout with Kon Lyle 
Friday night. 


In addition to the pronounce- 


ment that challenger Lyle will 
"fall in eight," Ali declared 
that "there won't be no traffic 
on the roads anywhere in the 
country. Streets will be deser- 
ted, everybody will be inside 
their homes, in bars and in 
restaurants. They'll be watchin' 
me, the greatest fighter of all 


time, and it won't cost them 
nuthin." 


That's 
how Ali sees the 


impact his lastest fight will 
have because it marks his first 
time on home television since 
he fought Karl Mildenberger of 
West Germany, Sept. 10, 1966, 
in Frankfurt. To see him in 
action live since then, (he tariff 
has been as high as $250 at 
ringside and up to $50 for a 
closed circuit television seat. 


The last time the public saw 


the heavyweight championship 


for free was when Joe Frazier 
easily defeated Ron Slander in 
1972, and that one made only a 
slight ripple in TV ratings. 


There probably will be more 


than a slight ripple when the 
home screens glow with Ali. 
The ratings should be such that 
Ali will have added another 
boast to his long list —that of 
drawing the largest audience 
for a fight in television history. 


The 300-mile area surround- 


ing this gambling paradise will 
be blacked out, but there is 


always more interest here in 
other things than prize fighting. 


The bout will be held in the 


7,700 seat Convention Center 
where tickets are scaled from 
$100 
to $12. If the center is 


filled to capacity, the gate will 
net $390,000, but there is some 
doubt that will be achieved. 


However, neither Lyle or Ali 


can be hurt financially. Ali gets 
his $1 million, Lyle his $100,000 
and expenses, while television 
(ABC at 9 p.m. EOT) has sold 
18 commercial minutes for the 
2% hour show, at an asking 


price of $100,000 per minute. 


Lyle's qualification as 
a 


challenger are somewhat better 
than those which Chuck Wepner 
offered in March. But only 
somewhat. 


The 33-year-old ex-convict, 


who served a 7-% year stretch 
in the Colorado State prison for 
second degree murder resulting 
from a teen-age gang fight, 
started boxing while in prison. 
He was national AAU champion 
in 1970 and'turned professional 
the following year. 


Lyle's record is 30-2-1. The 


draw was with Greg Perelta 
while his two losses came 
against the now retired Jerry 
Quarry and in a startling upset 
to Jimmy Young in Honolulu 
last March.

the K-J-x of clubs and ace of 
spades is a sound enough hy- 
pothesis on the bidding, but 
that is not a good reason for 
playing a club at trick two. 
South would make the contract 
in such case because your king 
of hearts is finessable and he 
would lose, at most, a spade, a 
diamond and a club. 


It is far better to credit

ORDINANCE NO. 


AN ORDINANCE prohibiting sale, 


use and discharge of fireworks or ex- 
plosives in the Township of Chest- 
nuthill, Monroe County, Pennsylvan- 
ia. 


Section 1. The term "fireworks" 


shall mean and Include any combust- 
ible or explosive composition or any 
substance or combination ot sub- 
stances, or, except as hereinafter 
provided, any article prepared for 
the purpose of producing a visible or 
an audible effect by combustion, ex- 
plosion, deflagration or detonation, 
and shall include blank cartridges 
and toy cannons In which explosives 
are used, the type of balloons which 
require fire underneath to propel the 
same, firecrackers, torpedoes, sky- 
rockets, 
Roman candles, aerial 


fireworks or other fireworks of like 
construction, and any fireworks con- 
taining any explosive or flammable 
compound or any tablets or other de- 
vice containing any explosive sub- 


The term "fireworks" shall not in- 


clude 
sparklers, 
toy 
pistols, 
toy 


canes, toy guns, or other devices In 
which paper cans containing twenty- 
five hundredths grains or less of ex- 
plosive compound are used, providing 
they are so constructed that the hand 
cannot come in contact with the cap 
when in place for the explosion, and 
foy pisfol paper caps which contain 
less than twenty hundredths grains of 
explosive mixtures, the sale and use 
of which shall be permitted at all 
times, nor shall the term "fireworks" 
include toy cannons which operate on 
the principle of mixing calcium car- 
bide, weighing less than one tenth of 
an ounce, and water in the reservoir 
of the cannon and in which ignition 
results upon the creation of a spark. 


Section 2. it shall be unlawful for 


any person, copartnership, associa- 
tion or corporation, within the Town- 
ship of Chestnuthill, after the date of 
approval of this Ordinance to offer 
for sale, expose for sale, sell at re- 
tail, or use or explode any fireworks; 
excepting that the Supervisors of the 
Township shall have power, under 
the reasonable rules and regulations 
hereinafter set forth, to grant per- 
mits for supervised public displays of 
fireworks to be held in said Township 
by the Municipality, fair associations, 
amusement parks and other organi- 
zations or groups of individuals. 


Section 3. A public display 
of 


fireworks may be given if a permit 
therefor be granted by the Township 
Supervisors.

writing at least fifteen (15) days in 
advance of the date of display. The 
aforesaid application shall include 
the following information:

2. The exact place where the dis-

3. The name, experience and quali- 


fications of a competent operator 
who is in charge of the display, who 
shall be approved by the Supervisors. 


4. The approval of the chief (s) of 


the appropriate fire department (s), 
stating that in his or their opinion the 
display shall be of such a character 
and so located and fired so as not to 
be a hazard to property or endanger 
any persons or person.

Upon receiving such ap- 
plication for a continuance said Su- 
pervisors, if they believe the facts 
stated therein are true, shall extend 
the provisions of said permit to the 
day fixed in said application, not 
later than one week after the original 
day designated in the permit, that 
such extension of time shall be grant- 
ed without the payment of any addi- 
tional fee and without requiring any 
bond other than the one given for the 
original permit, the provisions of 
which shall extend to and cover all

use of fireworks *y transportation

Some 
gloves snap into place at the 
wrist but the more popular 
method now used for fastening 
gloves is a Velcro closure, two 
strips of tacky material that 
iock together tightly and keep 
the glove snugly on the hand. 


But the glove that is thinner

But the price 
you pay for the thin one guar- 
antees, possibly, that the feel 
you have for the club will now 
be worth it. 


Buy more than one glove at 


a time and alternate them, let- 
ting each dry out and come 
completely back into shape 
and thus last longer.

Obviously, Tom 
Weiskopf is out of his reces- 
sion. 


The victory at Greensboro 


one week before the Masters 
was his first since the 1973 Ca- 
nadian Open. His best show- 
ings in 1974 were second place 
finishes at the Pleasant Valley 
Classic and the Western Open. 
He was fifth a year ago at 
Whitemarsh. 


Weiskopf earned $127,529 in 


1974, a big drop off his best 
year, 1973, when he finished 
third on the earnings list with 
$245,463 and had four 
first 


places on the U.S. Tour. That 
year he also won the British 
Open, the South African PGA 
and the World Series of Golf, 
and was a member of the 
American Ryder Cup team. 


At one time during that sea- 


son he had a streak of five vic- 
tories in eight tourneys, shoot- 
ing 20 of 40 rounds in the 60's 
during that time. 


The highlights of his 1974 


season came when he finished 
third at the Westchester Clas- 
sic. His earnings there put his 
lifetime total over $1,000,000, 
the eighth man to do so in PGA 
history. Weiskopf took exactly 


ten years and two weeks from 
the time he earned his first 
professional money to his first 
million. 


At Whitemarsh last year he 


shot 279, eight strokes behind 
record-setting winner Hubert 
Green. He picked up $6,150. He 
needed 274 shots both years 
that he won the IVB-Golf'clas- 
sic.
